miles above the earth ’s surface 
m eans that Soviet scientists have 
in their possession a very horrible 
thrust.

He also seriously questioned the 
fact that the R u s s i a n satellite 
weighed m ore than 180 pounds. He 
said that if this was true it was a 
source of great astonishment lo 
A m erican scientists. 
The President said that in a po­ 
litical sense the Soviet Union by 
firing the first earth satellite, had 
possibly gained a world political 
advantage.
